The first test of strength in, the 
house of representatives for the 1925 
session developed Thursday morning 
when a motion by Representative 
Linder, of Jeff Davis, to reconsider 
a resolution introduced by Speaker 
W. Cecil Neill and adopted Wednes- 
day was defeated by a vote of 129 
to 29. 

The “lefts,” led by Representative 
Linder, apparently polled more than 
their real strength at that, inasmuch 
as several members who came into 
the house just wefore the vote was 
taken, voted contrary to their inten- 
tions through misunderstanding of 
the parliamentary situation. 

The resolution introduced by 
Speaker Neill sets aside \-.nday and 
Tuesday of next week for hearing 
reports and requests for appropria- 
tions by heads of state departments 
and state institutions. It was adopt- 
ed as a move for conservation of 
time in the belief that holding of 
these public hearings before an- 
nouncement of committees and while 
the assembly is largely marking time, 
will save much time and neec*css dis- 
cussion later in the session when the 
general appropriations bill comes up.

Chicago, June 25.—The fate of 
William D. Shepherd is expected to 
go to the jury Friday. State’s At- 
torney Robert E. Crowe will con- 
clude the state’s arguments in the 
ease during the day. 

Thursday’s sessions of the trial 
were devoted to defense arguments 
by William Scott Stewart and VY". W. 
O’Brien, attorneys for the accused, 
who ridiculed the charge that Shep- 
herd murdered Billy McClintock, his 
millionaire ward, by administration 
of typhoid fever germs. Plans for a 
night session were abandoned, and 
the court adjourned at the regular 
hour. 

Shepherd’s Freedom Asked. 

O’Brien concluded the defense ar- 
guments with .a stirring appeal to 
the jury to return Shepherd to his 
family freed and cleared of any stain 
against his name. 

“Do you believe that this man 
raised Billy from infancy, sav all 
his little mischievous boyhood tricks— 
saw Billy steal his hat and run and 
hide it—and then, through 16 years, 
plotted a murder in cold blood?” he 
asked.

FOR WATER NEEDS. 


Installation of Feeder 
Pipes To Care for 500,- 
000 Population Favored 
by City Fathers. 


Pians for installation of new feeder 
pipes in practically every section of 
the city. which it is said, would pro- 
vide sufficient water pressure for a 
eity of 500,000 population, were ap- 
proved Thursday afternoon by Mayor 
Walter A. Sims and councilmanic rep- 
resentatives from almost every ward. 

It was decided to ask the bond com- 
mission to authorize expenditure of 
$400,000 of the half million left from 


the last water bond issue in starting | - 


the work and using of the remaining 
$100,000 in installation of service 
pipes and small mains. 

_Advisability of issuing bonds for 
$2,000,000 additional to complete the 
feeder system also was discussed and 
it is probable that a measure calling 
for a bond issue election will be in- 
troduced at the next meeting of coun- 
cil, it was said. 

Sims Favors Bonds. 

Mayor Nims pointed out the neces- 
sity. of a.small bond issue and said 
that a $2,000,000 issue could be 
carried without entailing a tax in- 
crease. 

W. Zode Smith, general manager 
of waterworks, explained to the dele- 
gation that no expansion of the feeder 


system has taken place since 1910, and | 


that some immediate action is neces- 
sary. His proposed plan, he stated, 
would provide adequate water pres- 
—e for a city of q half million peo- 
ple 

He said that present equipment. 
with the additional intake pipe al- 
ready planned, guarantees sufficient 
but that the new feeders are 
necessary to provide pressure, par- 
ticularly during the summer months, 
when water consumption shows a 
large increase. 

May Start Work Soon. 

It is planned to start work as soon 
as action of the bond commission 
mukes the $400,000 available, relying 
on issuance of bonds to provide funds 
to complete the project. 

The plan. calls for a 48-inch feeder 
pipe leading from the pumping sta- 
tion down Hemphill avenue and 
Luckie street to the center of town, 
with  sub-feeders circling through 
every section of the city. 

The present problem is jnot in ob- 
taining the water, Mr. Smith pointed 
out, but in carrying it to all sections 
of the city, particularly to outlying 
districts. While present pipes can- 
not do this, he said, the proposed new 
system would guarantee sufficient 
pressure for many years.

CALL OFF STRIKE 


Government Promises To 

Pay Past Due Bonuses 
Fellowing Walkout by 
100,000 Workers: 


Paris, June 25.—(4)—An unani- 


‘mous decision was reached tonight by 


the postal federation that its members 
who went on strike today for the 
payment of a bonus due them by the 
government should return to work to- 
morrow. 

This action followed action by the 
French government tonight which 
promised ‘the mail carriers who went 
on strike today that they would be 
paid their overdue bonus. The walk-. 
out tied up the postal service during 
the day and crippled the telephones 
for an hour this afternoon. 

The mail carriers.had shown the 
high tension of the 100,000 pdstal, 
telegraph and telephone employees 
over the delay in receiving their pay- 
ments when they invaded the main 
postoffice today, drove out the public 
and barricaded themselves inside for 
two hours.

PUBLIC SENTIMENT 
BACKS MOVEMENTS 


Rebels in Control Over 
Country — Soldiers and 
Sailors, Officers and 
Men, Support Move. 


Athens, June 25.—()—The Greek 
government under the premiership of 
Michalakopoulos has been deposed and 
a new government under military con- 
trol is installed in Athens. The revo- 
lutionary movement started at dawn 
simultaneously in Athens and Saloni- 
ki, when anti-government forces after 
a brief and harmless fussillade seized 
the telegraph offices and cut com 
munications. 
The military government had been 
foreseen for several days, but up to 
the last minute the government had 
declared itself master of the-situation 
and was absolutely convinced of the 
loyalty of the troops. 

‘ Panagales Seizes Power. 
At 5 o’clock this morning, however, 


‘General Panagalos, who was former 


generalissimo of the Greek army and 
held the office of minster of war for 
a short time, with a number of of- 
ficers occupied the barracks of the 
regiment of engineers and fortwith 
issued an ultimatum to the govern- 
ment demanding its resignation and 
holding the ministry responsible for 
any bloodshed. 

At the same time an ultimatum was 


issued by Admiral Hadjikiriakos, for-|. 


mer minister of marine, who was 
aboard the warship Averof, and by 
the commander of the troops at 
Saloniki. 

The whole of the Athens garrison 
did not at first declare in favor of 
the revolution and premier Micha- 
lakopoulos and his cabinet remained 
in session in the parliament building 
guarded by Joyal troops. 

Gevernment 


In the aftermoon General Pangalos 
and his staff took wp quarters at the 
war ministry, where he assumed the 
attitude of leader of the revolution 
and issued orders accordingly. In the 
méantime the government resigned, 
and the provisional president of the 
republic, Admiral Coundouriotis, sent 
out an urgent summons to parliamen- 
tary Itaders. He ivnited M. Papanas- 
tasion, former premier, to organize a 
cabinet, but in political circles it is 
generally believed that Pangalos has 
would not likely be willing to serve 
under Papanastasion. 

Admiral MHadjikiriakos assumed 
command of the fleet and is expected 
to become minister of marine. It is 
understood that Admiral Coundourio- 
tis intended to resign the presidency, 
but was dissuaded. 

Though there were possibilities of 
a really serious situation had a col- 
lision between tht troops of tht two 
parties occurred, the revolution from 
a military standpoint was a mild af- 
fair and except for a few blank car- 
tridges fired, nothing that eemed like 
war happened. - Revolutionary troops 
are protecting public buildings, and 
(yeneral Pangalos received an offer 
from Saloniki that troops be sent to 
the capital if he so desired. This was 
not necessary.

FOREIGNERS’ HOMES 
GUARDED BY POLICE 


Plot Against Aliens Is

tions in the Chinese city opposite 
Shameen, the foreign settlement, where 
the firing between Chinese demonstra- 
tors and British and French marines 
took place last Tuesday, ‘There hax 
been no firing up to the present but 
the tension is very great. 

Strict orders have been given by 
the senior naval officer in command of 
the dgfense force to concentrate the 
firing on buildings occupied by the 
Chinese troops should the latter, who 
have quick firing guns, attack. 

Owing to the exposed conditions of 
the fronts of buildings occupied by 
foreigners holes have been broken 
through the rear walls, to afford a 
means of escape should this become 
necessary. 


FOREIGNERS ORDERED 
TO EVACUATE SHAMEEN. 
Hongkong, June 25.—Forvigners in 
Canton have been ordered to evacuate 
Shameen, the foreign city there, by 
Friday, according to reports received 
here. The defenses of Shameen are 
ready to resist the enforcement of the 
Cantonese government's ulti:natum. 
Many Chinese were injured by po- 
lice and volunteer civil guards whe 
wielded bayonets Thursday tu clear 
the decks of several ships which had 
been engaged’ to carry strikers to Can- 
ton from Hongkong. Three thousand 
strikers had boarded the ships when 
the Hongkong authorities cancelled 
the sailings. The strikers immediate- 
ly began a noisy demonstration of pro- 
test.

Another bill introduced in the sen- 
ate by Senator Hendrix, of this dis- 
trict, would exempt county or munici- 
pal-owned motor vehicles from pay- 
ment of the state auto license tag 
tax.

perintendent. The report also deplor- 
ed the fact that timber had been cut 
off the grounds of the home, and rec- 
ommended that no more trees be cut. 

All veterans are past‘ 8) years of 
age, the report points out, and whims 
and eccentricities should be humored 
rather than condemned, and that they 
should not be held to strict compli- 
ance, with rules laid out by a younger 
generation. 

The home infirmary should be vis- 
ited at least twice daily by a compe- 
tent physicians, it is recommended, 
and the doctor should always be with- 
in call for emergencies. A _ trained 
nurse should be in charge day and 
night, it is stated. 

Use of Convicts. 


Use of convicts at the home should 
be continued, because their services 
are believed to be as good or better 
than that of any other common la- 


convict trusties be allowed to act as 
internes or nurses in the infirmary, it 
is argued. 

The system of accounting used at 
the home is severely condemned, it 
being stated that vouchers for expen- 
ditures are so few as to make a proper 
audit an impossibility.

Tobacco Growers Urged 
To Visit Experiment 
Station at Tifton 


Tifton, Ga.. Inne 25,—(Special.)— 
The Coastal Plain experiment station 
is inviting tobacco growers, tobacco 
demonstrators, county agents and 
others interested in growing tobacco 
to come to the experiment station at 
Tifton on ¥riday, July 3, to inspect 
the experimental work with tobacco. 

The tobacco at this time should be 
at the proper stage of growth to make 
comparisons and to study the results 
that are being obtained with various 
sources of ammonia, different forms 
and rates of application of potash, 
different fertilizer formulas, the lead- 
ing tobacco varieties, cropping sys- 
tems, including tobacco after tobacco 
and after the other principal crops 
such as cotton, corn, peanuts and 
sweet potatoes; also tobacco following 
such cover crops as velvet beans, soy 
beans, cowpeas, crimson clover, hairy 
yetch and rye. 

Those in charge will explain in de- 
tail all of the tobacco experiments 
which are being conducted for the 
benefit of the farmers and they hope 
that as many as possible who are in- 
terested in growing tobacco will meet 
at the experiment station on this date.

He headed the rebels who 
defeated the Greek royalists in Ath- 
ens in September, 1922, and there- 
after became minister of war in the 
Gonatas cabinet. He resigned that 
\office within a month to join tke 
‘Greek army in Thrace, then fighting 
(the Turks. He became commander- 
‘in-chiet during that campaign and 
‘after returning to Athens there were 
/rumors in 1923 that he would attempt 
to overthrow the government. ‘"Phis 
plan, if it existed, did not materialize 
and in November, 1923, he was ap- 
pointed: military governor of Athens. 
On December 20, 1923, he proclaimed 
a Greek republic, demanded the resig- 
nation of the Gonatas government and 
favored Papanastasiou for premier. 

_Admiral P. Coundouriotis is pro- 
visional president of the Greek re- 
public, having assumed that office 
May 1, 1924. 

Admiral Hadiikiriakos was one of 
the five members of the Greek reyo- 
lutionary committee appointed in 
1922, the activities of which led to 
the formation of the present Greek 
republic.

call for it at her home on Avon ave- 
nue. She said she gave this package 
to “an unidentified woman” and gave 
the remaining $3,000 to Wall. 

Kessler’s testimony was enlivened 
by considerable humor which devel- 
oped during his examination relating 
to the duties assigned ‘to him and to 
his partner, Morris Sweetwood, after 
the payment of the alleged bribe for 
special privileges. 

Zarly in December, 1923, Kessler 
said he and Sweetwood were brought 
to the federal prison here to serve sen- 
tences following their conviction of 
violating the Volstead law. He said 
they had been in prison but a short 
time when he was approached by 
Sweeney. 

“Sweeney proposed to me that we 
come arross with $5,000 and he 
would get us an easy position in the 
prison,” Kessley said. “I did not an- 
swer quickly and he came back the 
next day and said the pric® was 
$10,000. To this I entered a demur- 
rer.” 

$5,000 Payment. 

After the “demurrer” Sweeney in- 
troduced him to W. F. Wall, who 
was clerk in Fletcher's office, and 
Wall handled all “arrangements” 
after that, according to Kessler. ‘the 
$5,000 payment was finally settied 
upon. Kessler said he had heard he 
was to be assigned to the rear store 
room where the labor is hard and said 
he knew this from the transfer sheet. 
He said after he had agreed with 
Wall about the payments he talked 
also about them to Father Hayden, 
who asked from time to time about 
when the payments were to be made. 
After the conversation with Wall and 
Father Hayden the assignment to 
service in the library was given him 
instead of working in the rear store 
room and Sweetwood was assigned to 
the postoffice. 

Asked if he knew the money was 
to be paid to Fletcher the witness de- 
clared that he simply was informed 
th it would go to’ “the proper 
source,” 

“From all I know\t never reached 
them,” he testified. “I figured from 
what they told me that.it would go 
to the right source.” 


Kessler was asked if the duties on 
all prisoners at the prison are not 
light because of the large number. 
He said there are about 3.200 prison- 
ers and that the prison was built to 
take care of about 1,500. He said the 
congested condition is growing stead- 
ily, and there was not enough work 
for all the men, 


“If the Volsted law remains in force 
for five more years they will have 
to build a wall around Atlanta to 
hold them,” Kessler said. 

Kessler said his assignment to the 
library was not unusual as he had 
a large private library of his own in 
New York and was a student of 
literature. He testified that Sweet- 
wood was poorly educated and was 
not fitted for work in the postoffice 
where he first was assigned. He later 
was transferred to the library. Kess- 
ler said Sweetwood was more qualified 
to work in the library than in the 
postoffice. y 


“He could at least carry Books in 
the library,” Kessler said. 

Under the head of “privileges” 
Kessler said he was allowed to eat 
at Father Hayden's table, was given 
an outside pass and later was assign- 
el to work as caretaker of Father 
Hayden's automobile. 


Kessler Recites “Deal.” 


Kessler testified that he had talked 
with Father Hayden about payment 
of the alleged bribery money and 
Father Hayden had told him “every- 
thing would be all zight” if he paid 
the $5,000. Under cross-examination 
Kessler stated he had never talked to 
Fletcher about the granting of spe- 
cial privileges and never knew of his 
own knowledge that Fletcher received 
any of the money. Mrs. Remus and 
Mrs. Walthall, under cross-examina- 
tion, stated that they had not had 
any dealing with Fletcher in the case 
at any time. :

Hayden and the “unidentified person,” 
whom Kessler believed to be Fletcher, 
was made, there was some delay in 
sending it from New York. The fol- 
lowing telegram from Kessler to his 
attorney in New York was then intro- 
duced. ;

His small-town methods 
have placed us in a precarious s.tua- 
tion.” 

Mrs. Remus was called at the morn- 
ing session of the court.

Cordele, Ga., June 20.—(Special.) 
When Representative A. S. Bussey, of 
Crisp, and Senator C. M. McKenzie 
went from here to the opening ses- 
sion of the general assembly Wed- 
nésday they took with them a meas- 
ure which provides for an amendment 
to the constitution of the state of 
Georgia giving Crisp county the right 
to construct and operate a 15,000- 
horsepower hydro-electric power plant 
on Flint river, eight miles west of | 
Cordele. 

The bill is the result of intensive 
work here on the part of nearly every 
representative business man in the 
community and jt goes to Atlanta 
with a backing here which will prove 
very strong. The plan is to spend 
$1,000,000 or more for the completion 
of a large power plant which will sup- 
ply the electric current needed here, 
and throughout the rapidly growing 
community. It has been pointed out 
that the Albany supply is being rapid- 
ly taken and that which comes over 
an 80-mile cireuit from that point now 
to Cordele will be very uncertain in 
the npar future. 

As a public proposition the citizens 
of the county hope to make this pow- 
er plant maintain all its publie in- 
stitutions, pay for itself and keep the 
county tax free in future. The bill 
has been carefully drawn and passed 
upon by lawyers of the eommunity 
and has been placed in readiness for 
introduction at once. 

Several meetings held recently have 
covered the plans for the plant, the 
survey and the cost and possible pro- 
duction and the approv al of good busi- 
ness men on the various committees 
has been given. 

J. J. Williams, president of the Ex- 
change bank and chairman of the 
board of commissioners of Cordele, 
heads the steering committee. Presi- 
dent P. F. Fitzgibbons, of the board 
of trade, has directed the work’ of 
that body in the progress of the pro- 
ject thus fan 

It is not contemplated that there 
will be serious opposition to the meas- 
ure, as it is purely local and is a de- 
velopment which will add wealth of 
a most substaggial and appealing kind 
in this section.

The communication from W. A. 

Smith, of Los Angeles, published 
on this page, contains many striking 
thoughts, but there is one sentence 
that literally “hits the bull’s-eye,” 
and it is said differently.

The pope 
thereupon ordered the book to be 
placed on the index expurgatorits, so 
that although the author had the 
benediction of the holy father his book 
was proscribed to Catholics,

NO RESPONSIBILITY 
FIXED FOR SHOOTING. 

Washington, June 25.—(/)—The 
question of responsibility for the rifle 
and machine gun firing at Canton 
Tuesday between Chinese demonstra- 
tors and French and British sailors 
was avoided today in a summary of 
an official report to the state depart- 
ment from the American consul gen- 
eral at Canton, Douglas Jenkins. 

The summary said that “heavy 
rifle and machine gtfn firing started 
between the Chinese soldiers and 
French and British sailors, lasting 20 
minutes with sniping for an hour 
afterwards.” 

Mr. Jenkins related that the demon- 
stration had included students, labor- 
ers and soldiers. One French civilian 
was killed and several Europeans 
wounded in the firing, but no Amer- 
icans were hurt, he reported, 
the number of Chinese dead was esti- 
mated at nearly a hundred 

The shooting was not continued 
Tuesday night, it was added, but the 
situation remained tense “and fight- 
ing may be resumed at any moment.” 

Approximately 200 European and 
American refugees had left for Hong- 
kong when the message was sent, 
while Japanese women and children 
had taken refuge on a Japanese de- 
stroyer, and it added “the few Amer- 
icans remaining in missions near Can- 
ton are believed to be safe,

AMERICAN COOPERATION 
WITH POWERS IS URGED 

San Franciseo, June 25 ae

Collar Ancestry 
Is Bit Varied, 
Magnate Reveals 


Boston, June 25.—The soft-roll col- 
lar is chronologically, if not lineally, 
descended from a nursing bottle, a 
self-announcing rubber heel, a persim- 
mon wood-headed golf club—and a 
‘pair of garters without elastic. 

This diverse bit of genealogy be- 
came a part of civil court record here 
Thursday when John M. Van Heusen, 
the soft-collar magnate, took the 
stand in a suit for $6,000,000 against 
him, and: modestly laid claim to per- 
fection, of the whole line. 

Van -Heusen~is-sued by John B. 
Houlten, of -Philadelphia, who seeks 
to recover 30 per cent of the Var 
Heusen profits, which he alleges were 
promised him when he assigned to the 
Van Heusen company his patent 
rights in the fabric from which the 
collars are made. 

On taking. the stand Van Heusen 
was asked to outline his business past, 
and immediately registered the fact 
that in 1918 he was, employed in the 
Arlington mills, Boston, “‘as a general 
utility man to give ideas on various 
subjects.” 

He intimated that he earned his 
title by virtue of his other inventions. 
In 1894, he said—and it was record- 
ed—he devised the first nursing bottle 
without a right angle turn in the neck. 
Later, he declared, he devised the first 


golf elub. fitted with a persimmon 
wood head, as an improvement over 


those with box-wood knobs.

“Stone mountain was formed of 
molten larva when it was forced by 
tremendous pressure through a crevice 
in the crust of the earth,” Dr. Me- 
Callie said: “This was ages ago and 
since that.time land to the southward 
has been raised from the sea bottom, 
forming southern Georgia and later 
the shelf on which Florida is sit- 
uated,” 

This was one «. the most interest- 
ing and instructive addresses heard 
by members of the club in several 
months, Joel Hunter. president of the 
club, declared in a brief talk. 

Club's Help Sought. 

Mrs. Sharp presented resolutions 
asking the club to indorse a proposal 
sponsored by the Atlanta Woman's 
club seeking the employment of a 
psychiatrist to examine prisoners in 
this state. This measure will be pre- 
sented to the Georgia legislature at 
the present session for ratification, it 
was announced. 

Declaring that the chaingang sys- 
tem is the “world’s worst method of 
handling prisoners,” Mrs. Sharp ‘made 
a strong appeal for the resolution, 
stating that a psychiatrist could iso- 
late dangerous criminals from those 
who could be reformed and made into 
good citizens. 

“All criminologists recognize the 
fact that a large number of convicts 
are mentally defective,” she _ said. 
“This makes. them more vicious, de- 
praved and incorrigible than those of 
sound mind. We want to detect and 
isolate .these for the safety of the 
others.” ' 


Matter Is Referred. 


The resolutions were referred after 
some discussion to the board of gov- 
ernors of the elub for a report. ‘This 
will be given at the meeting which 
will be held July 2. All those speak- 
ing on the measure favored it but 
proposals of this nature must go to 
the board, according to the constitu- 
tion of the club. It undoubtedly will 
get the sanction of that body it was 
said. 

Mrs. Turman submitted a petition 
asking the state legislature to allow 
citizens of Atlanta to vote for the 
proposed new charter for the city. The 
proposal includes the city-manager 
form of government. The petition was 
circulated and many club members 
signed it. 

Officials of the club pointed out 
that the action of individuals of this 
club on the city charter petition was 
different from that asked in seeking 
the club's indorsement of the prison 
reform measure. 


“BOOTLEG COLONY” 
AT FEDERAL PEN 
HAS NEW MEMBERS 


Several new members of the “mil- 
lionaire bootlegger colony” at the 
federal prison were received at that 
institution Thursday when a group of 
prisoners from Cleveland and Youngs- 
town, Ohio. were turned over to War- 
den John W. Snook, by A. E. Gib 
son, United States deputy marshal of 
Cleveland, 

In the group were Harry Gross- 
herg, Louis Glick and G. Armond, of 
Cleveland, and Pat Scanlon, Joe Scan- 
lon and a former. policeman named 
Higgins, from Youngstown. All are 
reputed to be immensely wealthy as a 
result of alleged bootleg operations. 

The men were convicted of conspir- 
acy to violate the federal prohibition 
laws throngh use of liquor withdrawn 
from distilleries of the famous Hay- 
ner distilling company, of Cleveland. 
Three former federal officers, one of 
them former Congressman Russell, 
and another a federal official in 
charge of issuing liquor permits were 
convicted in Cleveland at the same 
time but appealed their cases. 

Grossberg fled to Canada but was 
extradited, placed on trial and eon- 
victed. Armond returned to his old 
home in Hungary but later came back 
to Cleveland and surrendered to fed- 
eral officers. Sentences run from one 
to five years.

‘Cotton Poison Kills 
Bees but Does Not 
Injure Honey, Say Men 


Winder, Ga., June 25.—(Special.) 
Grady Segars and Jim Hill, two pros- 
perous young farmers of Barrow 
county, besides their general line of 


4 farming, have taken on seryeral colo- 


nies of bees this year and they have 
proved to be profitable and are bring- 
ing in considerable revenue-on the 
capital invested. 

They use modern gums and can 
take out what horney they care to 
and not disturb the bees. 

Thinking the syrup in the poison 
used on cotton might kill the bees, 
last winter. they took 22 hives to the 
mountains above Dahlonega. A few 
days ago they went up there and took 
over 500 pounds of honey from the 
gums, which they sold at 20 cents a 
pound, realizing over $100 on. the 
colony, or an average of about $5 per 


um. 

They have already hived a number 
of swarms here this year and will 
carry these to the mountains during 
the winter. 

Both Mr. Hill and Mr. Segars say 
that there is no danger in honey be- 
ing poisoned by poisoning cotton, but 
that when bees get to the poison it 
kills them almost immediately and be- 
fore they can return to the gum,

The list, made public shortly: after 
Mr. Malone’s arrival in ‘Dayton, in- 
cludes both scientific advisors and wit- 
nesses. It was published after con- 
ference with Judge John L. Godsey 
_ Dr. Jobn R. Neal, defense coun- 
sel, 
All witnesses have signified their 
willingness to appear, Mr. Malone 
said. The New York attorney was 
chosen at a recent meeting of defense 
attorneys to prepare a list of scjen- 
tific witnesses for the defense. 

List of Experts. 

The list follows: 

Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborne, re- 
search professor of zoology, Columbia 
university; author of “Evolution and 
Religion” and “The Earth Speaks to 
Bryan” and of numerous papers on 
the relation of science and religion.

Allow More Time. 

On this point the statement ex-

“In the first place, that part of 
the courses of instruction at the sev- 
eral service schools devoted to the 
air service has been increased to an 
average of 60 hours to allow more 
time for theoretical and demonstra- 
tion instruction in the tactics and 
technique of the air service. At West 
Point this instruction will cover 90 
hours and at Leavenworth and the 
army war college it will include even 
more. One officer of the air service 
is hereafter to take the company of- 
ficer’s course at each of the schoolgy 
for cavalry, infantry, field artillery 
and coast artillery. One major or 
senior captain of each of the six other 
combat arms of the service is to take 
the course at the air service tactical 
school, Langley Field, Va. 

Will Extend Studies. 

During their first 15 years of com- 
mission service all officers who have 
not had aerial experience after grad- 
uating from West Point will be given 
an opportunity to have this experience 
in the air. Initially, this opportunity 
will be given to all combat officers 
now in the army, who have been com- | 
missioned in the regular army since 
November 11, 1918, and who were | 
not either officers or cadets prior to | 
that date.”

son’s Hole region was rmanently 
changed: by the gigantic landslide of 
Tuesday, forest officials say, the 
Gros Ventre valley above the natural 
dam formed w the north end of 
Sheep mountain crashed into it being 
desti to become a lake more than 
a mile in width, six to seven miles 
long and nearly 200 feet deep. It 
will take four weeks, it is estimated, 
for the river to fill thé lake. 

The slide was preceded by earth 
tremors, which were felt here last 
Sunday. Another tremor was felt 
yesterday and it is felt that further 
slides may take place, as other parts 
of the mountainside, undermined by 
the hidden seepage of melting snow, 
are believed to be loosened. 

The escape of Gil Huff, rancher, 
who raced before the avalanche on a 
fast horse for half a mile, was almost 
miraculous. Huff was riding near. 
his ranch when the mountain above 
him, densely covered with forest, be- 
gan to move. Huff turned and began 
his desperate ride. The slide with a 
tremendous roar bore down on him, 
a wall of boulders, trees and earth 
nearly a hundred feet high. His 
frenzied horse, struck by flying stones, | 
finally leaped to higher ground at one 
side, and the slide missed him by 
only a few feet. Huff dashed to his 
home, where his wife and daughter 


were. The slide had narrowly missed 
the house. | 
Today it is under many feet of 


water. He saved his belongings by 
working through the night. Several 
head of his cattle were killed. Two 
ranches above his were wiped out, and, 
it is feared that the forest ranger 
station is in danger of being sub- 
merged by rising waters. 

Two men driving cattle along the 
road, which is entirely cove 
water, missed death by a few minutes. 

The scene of the phenomonen trees 
lean crazily in all directions; there 
is heard the rumble of moving rocks 
and clouds of dust are seen rising 
from small slides, indicated that the 
great gash in the side of the moun- 
tain still is alive. All traffie over 
the Gros Ventre road is forbidden, 
and i is believed that it will require 
years to rebuild the highway through 
the stricken region. 

Above the dam on the thirty re 
maining miles of roadway there are 
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a number of automobiles, which will 
present a problem when the attempt 
is made to bring them out. 

Residents of Kelly, Wyo., four miles 
below the slide, hurriedly moved to 
higher ground when the river dried up, 
fearing a temporary stoppage would 
be followed by a flood. Ranchers de- 
pending .on the river for irrigation 
are hard hit. 


Move To Unite 
Presbyterians 


Of World Fails 


Cardiff, Wales, June 25.—((#))— 
The hopes of most of the American 
delegation that the present session of 
the Presbyterian Alliance Counvil 
would succeed in unifying the Pres- 
tyterian churches of the world by 
adopting a common creed were defeat- 
ed today by the action of the council 
in adopting instead a motion referring 
to the business committee a proposal 
that a committee be appointed to re- 
port on the advisability of a common 
creed and the drawing up of a tenta- 
tive one. 

Iiven if the motion is favored by the 
business committee, the prescribed 
committee would not report until the 
next meeting of the council in 1929. 


Time Held Not Ripe. 


The discussion on the question of 
unity indicated that there was an 
almost inanimous desire among the 
delegations from the United States, 
Canada and England that a common 
creed should be framed and submitted 
to the churches for action. But, while 
there was no violent opposition, the 
delegations from Scotland and the 
continent were for the most part of 
the opi? on that the time was not ripe 
for such action and that more harm 
than good would follow an attempt 
at unification when there was such 
wide diversity among the churches as 
now. 

It was pointed out that an attempt 
made in the last century to unif} the 
churches failed, when a committee 
of theologians reported conditions un- 
favorabl: and it was argued that,con- 


ditions are probably less suitable to- 
day. There was, however, a strong 
feeling in the council that some cteps, 
no matter how insignificant, should be 
taken toward unity, and to this group 
most of the American delegates belong.
